Such cries of conscience were raro in the cours 
frequently, copying Gocring's quibbing vanity, the defendants tried to justify 
themselves in the name of a policy of NeoeMachiavellism which would free tho 
leaders > State of all personal responsibility. Let us noto only that no 
such provisions nrc made anywhere in tho laws in any of the civilized countrios, 


on the contrary the arbitrary and aggresive acts aimed at individual 


liberty, at Civic rights or at the constitution are more severely punished 
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when thoy have been committed by a public functionary, a Government official 
of higher rank, and that the severest punishment is meted out to the Ministers 
themselves (Article 114 and 115 of the French Penal Code). 

But let us limit ourselvos on this point, Our only aim is to reenll that 


the main facts charged against the defendants may be analysed separately as 


violations of the criminal laws of any one of the positivo intornal laws of aly 


civilized countries, or olse of that common internation law which Me de Menthon 


has alrcady interpreted and which has been submitted hero as the root of inter- 
national custom, and that thus the punishment of each of those facts is not withe 
out a foundation, but that on the contrary, even restricting ono!s self to this 
analytical preview, the gravest penaltics have already been inourred, 
It is, however, necessary to go beyond that, for while it docs not omit 
any culpable fact as such, the analysis of the defendant's guilt in tho light 
of internal laws is only a first approximation which would enable us to pro- 
sceute tho defendants mercly as accomplices and not as principal perpetrators. 
And we are anxious to demonstrate that indeed hey were the principal culprits.

againg Streicher, cevoted to tho diffusion of thc common iden or again to 
cehnicians like Spcer or Sauckel, without whom the iden never could have been 
developed into action as it has been, to policemen such as Kaltcrbrunner who 
subducd minds by terror, or simply Gouleiters like Seyss-Inquart, Schirach or, 

Sauckcl, administrators, officials of hirh nuthority as well as 
politicians, who shape? into a concrete whole tho common policy conecived for 

sumetotal cf the State and of party machinery. 

I know full well that tho shadow of the nbsont ones towers over this 
m^chinos, ond today's defendants arc always reminding us: "Hitlor wanted this, 
Himnlor wanted this, Bormonn wanted this", they say. "I only obcyed", and 
thoir defonce counsels stross the pointe Hitler the prodigious tyrant, the 
fanatic visionary imposing his will wi .. an irrosistiblo magnetic »owcr. This 
is too simples This is too skctchye No man is entirely non-receptive to 
sugecstions, to insinuations, to influcnce, and Hitler could osenne that law no 
more than any other mane Yo h»vo had irrefut: Sle proof of this in ^11 that these 
procesdinrs have permitted us to cucss concerning tho struggle for influence

iapen, Schacht, at Hitler's side, he transmitted tho 22 March 1983 or^cr 
concerning the expulsion of the Jews from Tenmark anc their internment in 


Germanye He also insure? the execution of Hitler's correr concerninz the 


He participated in the disaussions which lod to the moasures against 
flyers wh- ha? been forced down, He signed tho n tice of the Hish Command 
of the .rmy concerning thc ficht ageinst the guerillas, notice which cone 
tained regul^ti ns contrary tothe rules of humanity. 

Von Papen prepared Hitler's accession to powere The constitution of 
his Cabinet on 30 May 1942 was c ntrzry to the ncrmal procedures of parlia- 
mentary instituticns. On 2 June he ordered the dissolution of the Reichstag 
and at the same time gave free course to Hitler's terrorism. On the vcca- 
sion of an interview with Hitler in June 1932 he saics 

"I have accented the demands of Hitler -= 

Namely the right of the SS an? Si to wear uniforms." 
Lt the same time rapen ha^ no illusi-ns as to the conscqiences for his 
yarty of the Hitlerian disturbances which he ha’ himself rclossod. But ho 
preferred Hitler to cenonracy. After tho elections cf 30 July ho endeavored 
to incuce Hindenburg to tolerate Hitler and he succeeded in doing so curing 
the month of November. 


He permitted the invasion of civil service by Nazi civil servants.

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Sir Lavid Maxwell Fyfe reminded us of Von rapen's vindication of 
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National Socialism in Essen in Noveibor 1933. 
With regard tothe racial problem, Von iapen tork a very favorable 
attitude in his speech et Gleiwitz in 19Bh. I quote: 
"Surely nothing can be said against racial research or 
against the care given to the race all of which has 
tended to safeguard the characteristics of a people 
as much as possibles..." 
We allknow whet this caro consisted ofe 
tapen served the larty=<State .dministration with utter scrvility until 
the capitulation, and his activity was not interrurted, neither by the 


assassinaticn nor the imprisonment of his collaborators and fricncs which 
the State and rarty were guilty.

Speer explcited moro than a million 
men in the Toct Organization, anc in 1943 more than 50,000 deported French- 
men in the territory of the Ruhr alone. He is responsible for the male 
tro^tmont cf forcign workers in German factories, particularly inthe Krupp 
plants, He employed more than 400,000 war prisoners inthe armament incuse 
try. His celc gates were subhorized bythe OKW tc go tothe camps anc to 
select skilled workmene He exploited the labor of the concentration camps, 
more than 32,000 men, 2s he has hi:ssolf admitted, He visited Mauthausen 
end shared theresponsibility for the deportation ^f Jows unto special 
working camps, as well ^s the 100,000 Hungarian Jews whoverc aps igned to 
aircraft factories, 

Von Neurath, who had been Minister for Foreign Affairs since 1932, 
remained in this office when the Nazis seized power in 1933.

"oscnborr's counscl said: " cc Tribunal must jude crines and not 
hoorios!', In Rosenbore!s case such an arcunont is cloorly 
unconvincine, For Rosenberg, not only confessed tho fascist raci 
theory, but he knovin^ly pro^catod it and instillod it into thc 
conscience of tho Gernan people, this theory which becane a Circet 
menace to the existence of the donocratic European states.
